Day I wasjoin'd by Captain Boſcawen in the Shore- 
bam, who had been at Leogane, and had din'd with 


M. Larnage, and been on board the French Rear ; 


Admiral M. de Rochefeuil at Petit Guard. They 
faid, the Marquiſs d' Antin was ſail'd, but did 
not pretend to know which Way he was gone. 
After getting my Fleet together, I made fail 
with them under an eaſy Sail, for keeping ſo 
large a Fleet together, who were none of the 
molt orderly ; and an Wedntſday, March the 4th 
in the Evening, I anchor'd with them in Playa 
Grande, to windward of the Town of Cartha- 
gena, lying between that and Point Canoa; and 
to harraſs them, I order'd my ſmall Frigates and 
Fireſhips to get in Shore, and lye in a Line, as 
il I intended a Deſcent to windward of the Town, 
| which had its Effect in drawing Forces that Way, 
and ſetting them at work to intrench themſelves. 
The fame Day I had a Report from my En- 
gineer Captain Knowles, of what Obſervations 
he had made of the new Works the Enemy had 
been erect ing near the Entrance of their Harbour, 
for my forming my Diſpoſition of Attack, hav- 
ing diſpatch'd him and Capt. Laus over before 
me for that Purpoſe. And I immediately diſ- 
patch'd him away again to Leeward, with Capt. 
Laws, Capt. Cooper, and Capt. Rentone, to ſound 
all without Terra Bomba, and the Entrance into 
the Harbour, to know certainly how near our 
Ships could be brought to the Shore, and if we 
could find Anchorage for our large Fleet. 
On the gth we held a general Council of War 
for ſettling the Diſtributiqn of Booty, pur ſuant 
to his Majeſty's Inſtructions; and I fend your 
Grace incloſed, a Copy of the ſaid Reſolution.

ther little Battery called Chamba, to the North- 
ward of that, all on Terra Bomba, without Bocha 
Chica Caſtle, and neceſſary for us to be Maſters 
of, for anchoring our Fleet under them without 
Terra Bomba. And I ſend you likewiſe incloſed, 
2 of my Inſtructions and Orders to Sir 

baloner Ogle, to command the Attack of the 
ſaid Forts and Batteries; and Capt. Knowles, 
and my other three Captains, having made me 
their joint Report on the $th of Mareb, which I 
| fend you a Copy of, I immediately ſummoned 
a general Council of War, to communicate thar, 
and my Plan of Attack to them; and ſend your 
Grace incloſed a Copy of the Reſolution of that 
Council of War of the 8th. _ 

On Monday the gth, Sir Chaloner Ogle ſhiſted 
his Flag on Road the Fer/e zy, and moved for- 
ward with his Diviſion, for executing my Or- 
ders in the ſaid Attack, and I weigh'd and mov'd 
after him, with my Daw ion. and all the Tranſ- 
ports, leaving Mr. Leſteck with his Diviſion at 
Anchor behind us; and I had that Morning 
_ embark'd all the Grenadiers in the Fireſhips in 
Shore, as if I was purpoſing a Landing there that 
Morning, but order'd them to follow me in time, 
to be ready for a Landing to Leeward that Eve- 
ning. The ſmall Fort of Chamba fired a few 
Guns, but was ſoon deſerted, as ſoon as the Ship 
poſted there could take her Station, and begin to 
fire at the Faſcine - Battery erected between that 
and the Forts of St. Jago and St. Philip, they 
had not yet had Time for getting any Guns 
mounted there, ſo there was no Fire from thence

kept conſtantly employ'd in landing the Artillery 
with all poſſible Diligence, and great Fatigue to 
our Officers and Men, who by reaſon of the 
great Swell, were forced to work like Water- 
| Rats on the Rafts made for floating them aſhore,

and went through all the Fatigue, both of getting 
them aſhore, and landing them and getting them 

mounted afterwards: And our Train came our 
ſo ill furniſhed, that Mr. Wentworth was obliged 
to have Recourſe for our Scamen to ply their 
Guns on their Battery too, when they were 
mounted. | 
The Engineers Progreſs, and Soldiers Lazineſs, 
giving us Uneaſineſs, for fear of fatal Conſequen- 
ces from Delays, engaged Sir Chaloner and me 
to join in a Letter of the 13th, which I likewiſe 
ſend your Grace incloſed a Copy of, and on the 
12th got the Lud/ow-Caſtle-in to play on the 
Caſtle, from a Mortar ſhe had on board, and on 
the 13th they began to play on the Caſtle from 
our Bomb Battery on Shore; and by Sunday the 
Ig th at Noon, we made an End of landing all 
their Artillery and Ordnance Stores they brought 
out, and of twelve Twenty-four Pounders lent out 
of our Ships at the General's Requeſt. 
And Complaint being made by Mr. Went- 
worth, of their being much galled by the Fire 
from a Faſcine Battery on the oppolite Side of 
the Harbour, which we call the Barradera Side, 
and which I had obſerved, and employed Officers 
to view it, and was forming a Scheme to attack 
it, as ſoon as they had done employing our Boats 
in landing Things for them: I held a Council 
of War on it on the 17th, which I ſend your 
Grace inclos d a Copy of, but was put off the 
Execution of it by its blowing too hard the ſuc- 
ceeding Day; but on the 19th at Night, it was 
executed with wonderful Succeſs and Reſolution; 
the Command of the Boats of each Diviſion be-

which was of fifteen Twenty-four Pounders, and 
I had divided them to be Part landed, and Part 
kept 1 in the Boats, as I thought, either being put 
into any Diſorder, could more eaſily have been 
recover d by the others flanking the Enemy's 
Fire. At their landing, they fortunately pitched 
aſhore under the Muzzles of a five-gun Battery,

non; but this gave the Alarm to the other, who

An ACCOU N T of the Landing-Places 
near the Town of Carthagena, March 29, 
i e 


Cannot give any particular Account of the 

Landing Places to the South of Manſanilla- 
Caſtle, but I believe the neareſt is Cavallos, 
where I have often been by Land; it is reputed 


three 
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three ſhort Leagues from Carthagena, a pretty 

good. Road at this Time of the Year, but gene- 
rally narrow, a Horſe- Path only till you are 

within two Miles of the Town, where you come 
into the Road of the Texar de Gracia. 

The Texar de Gracia lies juſt within the Man- 
ſanila-Caſtle upon the ſame Ifland, and com- 
municates with the Land by a Wooden Bridge; 
about three Yards over the Landing-Place is 
cloſe by the Houſe, the Barges of the Spaniſh 
Men of War (which, I believe, draws more Wa- 
ter than our T'wetve-Oar Boats) come up to the 
Landing-Place without Difficulty. This Texar 
is about a French League from the Town; it 
is a Coach-Road all the Way; the firſt Mile 


very narrow, juſt Room for a Carriage; Woods 


on each Side: After a Mile going, you come 
into an Opening both to the Right and Left, 
fer above half a Mile further; the Woods on 
the Right being about twenty Paces from the 
beaten Path, and the Bay lyes on the Left, low 
manglar Buſhes 1 intervening, which may be ſeen 
over, and grow in ſhallow Water, which is 
deeper or ſhallower as the Tide is in or out;

The next Landing -Place to the Texar de Gra- 
cias, which is leſs than half a Mile nearer the Ci- 
ty, and in the fame Road is BYyque z about half 
aà Mile nearer is another called Aſivia; this is juſt 

at the End of the narrow Part of the Road. 
There is another Landing-Flace half a Mile near- 
er, which belongs to the Quinta, but is ſome- 
what difficult to find, ic lying through ſome ſtrait 
Channels among the Mangroves ; it is juſt oppo- 
ſite to where the great Road joins the Road from 
the Texar de Gracia.
